Bartsch, renderer a solo, which was 
followed by a recitation by Miss 
Hanke. 
Rev. Beard was then intro­ 
duced to the audience by A. E. Losev. 
In opening his remarks lh** gentle­ 
man said that while Ii** would like to 
address the people on other subjects, 
he was here for a purpose and that 
pur{iose was to lecture to his Odd 
Fellow brethren, and he would not 
deviate from th** pr**sciibed line. 
He 
spoke of the foundation and history 
of the order and th** purjios** of its 
origin. 
He Ijeautifnlly illustrate! 
the fundamental principles by build­ 
ing an altar around which (Ald Fel­ 
lows gather, using assymtjols a white, 
purple, blue and scarlet stone, ami 
went into the working- of the order, 
dwelling upon the ideas inculcated 
by the motto "Friendship. Love aud 
Truth." 
Th** speaker took all his il­ 
lustrations from th** Bibl** for the 
reasons, aa he stated, that (Ald Fel­ 
lowship is founded ii j >ou principle 
taught by the Bible. 
H** stated that 
th** great objection to th** order was 
its “secrets" and that they seemed to 
he the bugbear from winch j»eople 
shrank. 
He explained the reason that 
secrets were necessary, and that as 
far a* they were concerned any man. 
woman or child could, with propriety, 
know them. Th** s**cr»*ts from which so 
many people turned with horror were 
simply for probation against frauds 
and deception, 
lh illustrated his re­ 
marks by citing « Trets in religion 
aud nature, and r*im»rk*d that there 
were things no man could know un­ 
less he beearn** an (Ald Fellow. 
At the clos** of his remark- the 
members of the order and their fami­ 
lies adjourned to th** hall on Sixth 
street where a feast had been pre­ 
pared. 
Besides the sulistantials a 
programme had b**<*n arranged for 
the 
entertainment 
of the guests, 
prominent among th** selections being 
the rendition of "Th** Death of the 
Young Odd Fellow," by Mrs. Win. 
Daily. After j ending a social hour 
the audience adjourned to their homes 
well satisfied with the manner in 
whice the 69th anniversary had been 
observed. 


SPICY HIT OF HISTORY. 
In this connection the following 
spicy bit of history concerning the 
origin of (Ald-Fellowship in this coun­ 
try may prove interesting. Although 
the name of Thomas Wilaey, who was 
the father and the founder of the 
order here, is a household word among 
the initiated, yet there ar** many who 
have but a vague idea of the exact 
date or place of its origin. 
Tlie first lodge of Odd Fellows in 
this country was instituted April 26, 
1819, ut the ald tavern called the 
"Seven Stars,” in Baltimore. 
This 
lodge 
was 
afterword- known as 
Washington Lodge No. I. and Thomas 
Wildey. to whom a monument is now 
erected in Baltimore, was elected the 
first Noble Grand. 
Thi- lodge re­ 
ceived its charter from the Mother 
Grand Lodge of England, and from 
this organization sprung the Grand 
Lodge of Maryland, and the other 
grand and subordinate lodges in the 
United States. 
The old lodge soon 
after its organization 
changed its 
place of melding to th** "Three Log­ 
gerheads” a dingy out-of-the-way old 
tavern near the dock**. 
It had a 
quaint old sign swung from a project­ 
ing beam. and on each side were 
} 
>H] ii ted two very ugly face-, with the 
egend above them. "We Three Log­ 
ger heads Be.” Here th** order grew 
in numbers and increased in import­ 
ance rapidly. 
Those who attended the lodge at 
the "Loggerheads/' in those days, 
made things pleasant. A passer-by 
has aptly described the social character 
of the meetings there. He was at­ 
tracted beneath the o{>eri window’s 
one summer night by sounds of mirth 
and merry-making. On the second 
story’ a large room was neatly fitted 
up, well lighted, and well filled with 
a noisy assembly. 
Three vigorous 
blows of the gavel produced a res­ 
pectful and orderly silence. 
Present­ 
ly a deep-toned tenor voice sang "Old 
King Cole/’ with jill the original 
variations. 
Then imitations of the 
four-and-twtmty fiddles*, fife to apd 
drummers were given amid thunders 
of applause. 
Next a soliloquy from 
"Richard III," iu imitation of a popu­ 
lar actor, was given. 
More applause 
followed this. 
Then a hubbub of 
internal commotion was indulged in, 
that lasted until the gavel was again 
used 
Silence being restored, a sweet 
soft voice ex*Tuted “The Poor Little 
Sweep,’’ and thereupon the .stranger 
who had been taking it all in, entered 
the tavern and asked: "What is the 
charge to your free and easy 
The 
host indignantly replied: 
‘^There’s 
no free and heasy ’ere. it’s the hodd 
fellows' lodge hover ’pad.”

one made his escape or he would have fol 
lowed the fate of the other two. 
From 
diligent 
inquiries 
am ong 
the 
In 
dians 
of 
this 
reservation, 
1 
am afraid that the reported murder of 
three white men is trlit*, and th a t no mis 
take is made by the citizens as to the iden­ 
tity of the Indian murderers. 
The white 
men were killed ab o u t the 17th of last 
June, a t a place called Wolf Creek, on the 
trail leading to Tobacco plains. The In­ 
dians who com mitted the < riine, and who 
were lynched, are said to belong to the 
bandit Chief Eneas, who have their homes 
on the reservation, 
and live about six 
miles north of the agency at D ayton creek, 
One of the murderers, who is still a t large, 
confessed the crime to reliable Indians 
of 
this 
reserve. 
It 
seems 
t h a t 
n 
party of som e ten Koote: ai Indians, w hile 
passing along the trail, noticed three white 
men encamped. 
One Indian proposed 
to 
tw o others to go to the cam p and intim i­ 
date the whites. 
On nearing them tie- In­ 
dians tired over their heads, but the white 
men only laughed; whereupon the Indians 
decided to kill them. 
Two of the white 
party being seated eating in range, a bullet 
fired by an Indian passed through both 
men, killing them in stan tly. The third was 
fired upon and wounded, and was killed by 
the blows of an ax. 
No m otive was given 
for the crime. I sent fort hie! Eneas, ol the 
reservation K ootenais. and he told me 
he had n u t a party ol white men a t D a y ­ 
ton cre«k. 
Their leader, one Ramsdale, 
told him they had hung tw o o fh is Indians, 
anJ were t here to find out w hat hew asgoing 
to do abou t it. 
It was explained to Eneas 
that a white traveler who 
had camped 
near D ayton 
creek, on bearing 
of the 
banging of the Indians, m ounted a hor**- 
and rid e into A-hley and staG-d th a t the 
band of Eneas were in arms, th a t they 
had 
attacked him, and he m ade hit es 
cape while the Indians were plundering his 
wagon. 
This was easily refuted by Eneas. 
The action of the white man wdi© caused 
the excitem ent a t the reservation is inex­ 
cusable. 
Chief Eneas, in his talk to me, 
stated that if murder had been com m itted 
by the Indians, it was nothing more than 
justice to liang the guilty ones, but was 
sorry th a t the lake settiers took the law 
into 
their own hands and lynched the 
prisoners, as a trial, conviction and exe­ 
cution by due process of law would have a 
more salu tary eflect upon the Indians and 
prevent recourse to revenge. 
In regard to 
the s ta te of things relative to the security 
of w hite settlers, I can n ot «ee what cause 
they cun have for excitement, especially 
a* the chief of the band to which the cul­ 
prits belonged states th a t no trouble will 
com e fr nn him or his people, as it i» a con- 
ceiled fact that they were 
unjustifiable 
murderers of white people, and deserved 
their fate, w hether by lynch law or oth er­ 
wise.

marked ‘full cream '), grows upon ir 
and he very seldom sto p s short o f - 
1-2 or 3 lbs, therefore we say, Throw 
aw ay the skim m er.” 


The appended reminder offered by 
“ Column's Rural W orld” m ay be ap ­ 
plied with profit at table as well as in 
stable: 
“One reason why cooked feed 
for stock of all kinds is not as nutri­ 
tious as uncooked is because it is not 
subjected to the process of thorough 
m astication. 
T his 
is essential 
to 
digestion and assim ilation, both in 
man and beast, nature having pro­ 
vided th a t the food eaten m ust be in­ 
corporated with the saliva in order 
to insure the fuff action of the gastric 
ju'ce.” 


The best results in modern dairying 
will be secured by those who intelli­ 
gently ,=eek for better knowledge of the 
art of butter making, especially in 
connection with the cream ery system , 
who teed and keep only those cows in 
which the habit of a prolonged and 
generous flow of milk is fixed, and final­ 
ly by those who insist upon the use 
of selected grade cows, got by pure­ 
bred sires of a breed of ca ttle especial­ 
ly adapted to butter m aking. 


There is nothing gained by adding 
a large am ount of coarse litter to the 
m anure heap, as it only causes m ore 
loads to 
be drawn. 
L itter 
should 
first, be m ade fine and then covered 
with the m anure in the heap in order 
to rot it as much as possible.

a short fast can one ta ste to the full 
delights of hashish and render one’s 
system fully susceptible to its influ­ 
ence. 
$0 for several days previous to 
the “orgie” the experienced hemp-eater 
eats no m eat, drinks neither wine nor 
spirit, lives mainly 
upon vegetable 
foods, light pastry, and ripe fruits, 
and -m okes little. 
On the day of the 
debauch he rises very early and fa*ts 
till the afternoon, when the friends 
who are to join him arrives. 
They 
prepare 
for 
dinner 
by 
taking 
a strongly charged pipe and inhaling 
the thick white sm oke.

Seasonable Hints. 
The condition of 
hollow-horn is 
simply a sym ptom of disease, and in­ 
stead of directing medical attention to 
tile horn the practitioner should make 
baste to look in other directions for 
the disease; for the very fact that tile 
horns are insufficiently supplied with 
blood is proof that there is too much 
blood somewhere else, and hence a 
•-tate of congestion. 


One reason for the am al1 home con 
sum ption of American cheese, 
and 
“ wily the Canadians are forging ahead 
in tile English m arket,” is suggested 
by “The Dairy World:” 
“ If a cheese­ 
maker has milk th a t would make 5 
lbs butter, lie might 
make 
a fair 
heese while* he took off I lb butter; 
but the practice, like all other frauds 
(we speak of tile cases where R 
marked ‘full cream ';, grows upon cr 
and lie very seldom stops short of 2 
1-2 or 3 lbs, therefore we say, Throw 
aw ay tile skim m er.” 


The appended reminder offered by 
“Colm an's Rural W orld” m ay be ap­ 
plied with profit at table as well as in 
stable: 
“One reason why cooked feed 
for stock of all kinds is not as nutri­ 
tious as uncooked is because it is not 
subjected to the process of thorough 
m astication.

to 
digestion and assim ilation, both in 
man and beast, nature having pro­ 
vided that the food eaten m ust be in­ 
corporated with the saliva in order 
to insure the full action of the gastric 
juice.”

“hard water contains too much lime­ 
stone, and that causes bread baked 
with it soon to dry out. 
If you use 
soft water to mix the dough you get a 
much better article of bread and one 
th a t will retain its freshness. 
My wife 
makes as good bread out of stone 
flour as can be made out of roller 
flour, by using soft water. 
A good 
plan is to set a cup of water in the 
oven when -our bread is baking. This 
will enabL you to get softer bread 
and only half as thick a crust.”

am ple— there are regular gatherings 
for hemp-smoking, just as the Nsairie 
of Syria meet on 
certain 
days lo 
drink hemp tea. 
The poorer classes 
find opportunities for indulging in the 
drug in the so-called “m cshash” or 
hemp houses. 
These are forbidden in 
m ost moslem countries 
But though

m ay prohibit,

suppress these places.
